Meaning what? 

It is—-a suffix, implying inflamma- | 
tion and gingiva+-the soft tissue im- 
mediately encircling the tooth. ;

A single such occurance mav do wut 
little harm provided the food is 
promptky removed, but where there 
is this repeated pressure and irrita 
tion, the tissue is inflamed mach of 
the time. Similarly. the crowding or 
“tartar” upon these tissues or re- 
peated injuries from whatever 
source will set up this process. 

It igs in these gingival tissues. then, 
that the initial ‘injury may occur 
which, ‘if neglected, frequently teads 
to the infective process known as 
pyorrhea. So that any inflammatory 
condtion or tenderness of. the gums 
should receive early recognition; and. 
have prompt remedial treatment at
